RECOMMENDED PIANO MUSIC 
March, April, May, 1953 


In making up our lists we have tried to include among 
the accepted works all those that demonstrated creative ability, 
regardless of how small, or in what idiom, conservative, mildly 
venturesome, or fiercely so. We rejected those that showed 
stylistic inconsistencies, that were trite and commonplace, that 
simply followed mechanical patterns and showed no signs of re- 
lease or merely illustrated a pedagogical dogma. We readily 
admit to sharp differences of opinion on all of these points, 

No descriptions are given of titles. The thematics, 
which are provided by the publishers, serve this purpose.

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MODERN EDITIONS OF MOZART'S KEYBOARD MUSIC 
William J. Mitchell 


The revolution in musical style that took place between J, S, Bach and Mozart 
is clearly revealed in changed methods of notation. Where Bach could depend on his 
performers to comprehend the flowing, uniform quality of the music of his time, Mo- 
zart and his contemporaries were obliged to indicate the individualistic traits, the 
unique factors in their compositions. Hence while J. S. Bach's scores contain only 
the notes themselves and very few performing directions, Mozart's scores are com- 
paratively replete with tempo indications, dynamic markings, signs of articulation 
including the short slur, and various expression marks. The differences can be no- 
ted by comparing the unedited score of the G major Minuet from the Anna Magdalena 
Bach Book, reproduced in the Spring 1953 issue of the Piano Quarterly Newsletter 
with the following facsimile of the beginning of Mozart's A minor Sonata, K. 310:

Of course it is apparent that Mozart's "stage directions" are not nearly as fre- 
quent or detailed as those of most 19th century composers. Conspicuously absent is 
the long legato phrasing slur. Its absence should not be misunderstood as calling for 
a non legato or detacheddelivery. Mozart's slurs are characteristically short and 
concerned with the grouping or articulation of pairs or limited numbers of notes. 
Also Mozart's appoggiaturas are to be delivered on the beat, not ahead of it. Fur- 
ther, Mozart's notation of the appoggiatura with the diagonal stroke follows 18th cen- 
tury Italian practice which calls for a measured rather than an indiscriminately fast 
performance. Thus the appoggiatura with one stroke (tT) has the value of a sixteenth 
note, that with two strokes (#) the value of a thirty-second note, etc.

Both of these aspects of 18th century notation, the infrequent appearance of the 
long slur and the manner of delivering and indicating the appoggiatura are frequent 
stumbling blocks for editors. 


In selecting our recommended editions of Mozart's keyboard music, we have 
been guided by a preference for those editions that were identical with or close to the 
original sources of the music. Rejected were fussily over-edited scores, simplified 
arrangements of keyboard pieces, and modern transcriptions of works composed for 
other media.

Pian >” The present edition is based on the rare first edition of Artaria published in Vienna, included 
in KF dchel's collection of Mozart works, now in possession of the library of the “Gesellschaft der 
Musikfreunde in Wien”.

Listed in this issue of the NEWSLETTER are 
a number of piano recordings of special interest to the very 
young pianist. Among them are the Tchaikovsky pieces (24) for 
piano played by Poldi Zeitlin. Miss Zeitlin is a niece of Schnabel, 
and has been taught by him. In the winter NEWSLETTER were 
also listed the Beethoven easier pieces played by the same artist. 
Other recordings of special interest to children are: Bartok "For 
Children" Bloch ''Pieces for Children" Kodaly "Piano Pieces" 
(7), op. ll; Shostakovitch, "Children's Piano Pieces" and Proko- 
fieff, "Music for Children." 


When a new idea presents itself which this edi- 
tor feels would be of interest to its subscribers, we like to tell 
them about it. For the first time, a miniature score of piano 
works has been printed. This comes as a boon to many groups 
of people. Pianists may carry the little pocket-size reproduc- 
tion wherever they go, reviewing, memorizing, studying, away 
from the p/Jano, the music to be played. Students of form and 
appreciation may find it very convenient. Some colleges have 
required copies of the "Well-Tempered Clavier" of Bach in the 
hands of the students for class work. These miniature scores 
are reproduced from the finest editions obtainable--the Urtext 
and the Bach-Gesselschaft. Among those available at the present 
time are theBach works for clavier including the Suites, Gold- 
berg Variations, Italian Concerto, Inventions, Partitas, etc., 
as well as sonatas for violin and for cello; all the sonatas of 
Beethoven, Mozart and Schubert. A complete list of scores may 
be had from Lea Pocket Scores, P.O. Box 138, Audubon Station, 
New York 32, N. Y. It may be interesting to our readers to know 
that this idea of reproducing in miniature form of other than or- 
chestral works came from an instructor of mathematics at Col- 
umbia University whose wife is a piano teacher.
